“ Measles is more prevalent just now 
than it has bt en for several years.

is not expected that this season's cases 
will equal in num ber that of the e x ­ 
tensive epidemic of 1922-1923, hut it is! 
anticipated that from now until well) 
into spring the infection will have vis­ 
ited a great many communities. 
“Y ear a f u r year more children Hi** i 
from measles than from scarlet fever. 
Most of the deaths occur in children 
undir five years of age in whom the 
bronchopneum onia, 
which 
so 
fre­ 
quently complicates measles, is ex­ 
trem ely fatal. 
Every « Tort should be 
made to prevent exposure of those sol 
young to the infection. 
Health of­ 
ficers 
everywhere 
have long been 
striving to develop a better concep­ 
tion of the Kcriousne s of measles j 
Too m any parents are apt to look | 
upon it as harmless and to fail 
to 
realize th e importance of doing every- j 
thing possible to protect their own or 
other people’s children from it. 
Many 
do not consult their physician when j 
th e disease develops unless the onset j 
has been severe or a complication has 
occurred. 
“Although uncomplicated wises of! 
measles do not have a high death rate, 
the development of pneumonia is al­ 
way* to be feared; also, middle ear 
abscesses, which, while not so serious 
as the pneumonia, m ay require ex I 
tensive surgical operations for their 
cure and leave behind more or less j 
l>ermanent deafness. Not infrequently I 
after measles the return to health and 
strength is slow and 
tedious, 
the, 
cough hangs on, resistance to all in­ 
fections is much lowered and many 
cases of tuberculosis seem 
to have 
their beginning in this period of de­ 
layed recovery.

tion and then to test devices to see if 
they m easured up to the provisions. 
Since efficient burglars had learned J 
how to get around or through most 
appliances then being used, it became 
necessary to evolve others.

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FIND CIVIL WAR 
TUNNEL IN SOUTH 


One of the Greatest Pieces of 
Battlefield Engineering Is 
Brought to Light. 


■ 300 Confederates to death, caused ■ trated the thin Gray line. 


Petersburg, Va.—One of the great­ 
est pieces of battlefield engineer­ 
ing of the Civil War has been 
brought to light with the reopening of 
the main tunnel by which the famous 
mine under the Confederate works j 
near Petersburg was placed. Explo­ 
sion of tho mine caused the “Battle of 
the Crater” to go down in history as { 
the most tragic of that war. 
Much of its timber still sound, the 
tunnel is declared to l>e a model of 
shoring. It is planner! to make of it j 
a shrine to American ingenuity and [ 
resourcefulness. 
Winding its narrow' way thirty feet 
underground, the tunnel extends a 
distance of 510 feet from behind what) 
was General Grant’s front line to the 
crater itself. Several parallel and per­ 
pendicular shorter tunnels connect 
with it. Finally the passageway en­ 
ters a large underground room, be-' 
lieved to have been a Confederate 
bomb-proof dugout. 
It was this gallery, as it was called 
by the Pennsylvania miners of Colonel 
Pleasant’s regiment who dug it in | 
thirty days, that afforded the means 
of laying the mines which were in- J 
tended to clear the obstruction to J 
Grant’s march on Richmond. 
In the 
success of Colonel Pleasant’s plan, 
which at first Grant described as 
“claptrap and nonsense,” the.~<North! 
had placed its faith for an immediate ; 
ending of the war. 
Federal troops had been drilled for 
a month and Grant had concentrated 
65.000 troops in the adjacent valley 
for the charge that was to follow the 
explosion at 3:30 a. rn. of July 30, 
1864, which wrecked Elliott’s salient 
and cleared the way to the capital of 
the Confederacy. 
Many sections of the passageway 
have now been found to be in place 
just as originally built. 
Here and 
there were discovered evidences of the 
men of the 48th Pennsylvania 
In­ 
fantry who dug them. 
Whether the 
parallel galleries were dug by the men 
under General Lee in an effort to lo­ 
cate the Federals working 
under­ 
ground or by the same men who dug 
their way 510 feet to the crater re­ 
mains undetermined. 
Through Colonel Pleasant’s tunnel 
4.000 pounds of explosives w'ere placed 
under the Confederate works. While 
Grant’s army waited the fuse was 
lit. After an hour’s wait it was found 
necessary' to enter the tunnel and re­ 
light It half way up. 
A few' minutes 
later came the explosion which sent 


I confusion and delay to the waiting 
I Federal troops, and paved the way 
for the rush of:General Meade’s men 
| to their destruction. 
A crossfire from Confederate bat­ 
teries, placed advantageously after it 
had been learned that their position 
was being undermined, met the Fed­ 
erals as they charged through the 
opening made 
by the explosion. 
It 
was two hours before Meade pone-1 ceased. 


By that time Mahone had come up 
with his Petersburg brigade, and the 
celebrated “Crater Charge” drove the 
enemy beyond the crater, leaving be­ 
hind more than 
5,000 Union 
dead. 
The hope of General Grant for the im­ 
mediate capture of Richmond was 
wrecked.

Cass Lake, Mrrm.—Seventeen hun­ 
dred Indians of the Red Lake Chip­ 
pewa tribe are boing governed by one 
of their own people. 
Ho is Mark L. 
Burns, new Red Lake Agency super­ 
intendent, a mixed blood of 20 years’ 
service in the United States Indian 
Bureau. 
Efforts of the new chief are direct­ 
ed at removing the last vestige of 
aboriginal customs still existing in 
this isolated section—the “medicine 
men” ancktbe self-torture to appease 
the anger of traditional “evil spirits.” 
Bums has jurisdiction over the 
tribe's own councils, which still func­ 
tion as in days of old. He began his 
work as the C hippewas entered on 
what may be one of their most trying 
periods. 
Acting at the request of younger 
tribesmen and demands of Chippewas 
in general, the Indian bureau has 
taken steps toward breaking up the* 
groat reservation. 
It proposes to al­ 
lot the rich timber lands according to 
the rule which has permitted virtually 
all American Indians to assume con- j 
trol of their own property, 
In this case the 1,700 Indians would 
be allottee! 160 acres each and the re­ 
mainder of the approximately 450,(MKI!

Old men i 
of the tribe, satisfied with strict gov-1 
eminent control and fearing poverty 
which has overtaken many enmnci- j 
pated braves, will fight the proposed .

SEQUEL OF SNOW 
KING'S TRAGEDY 
IN MATE'S DEATH 


Love Story in Birddom Is Termi­ 
nated When Snow Goose Is 
Shot in a Bend of the 
Neosho. 


Parsons, Kans.— When a mammoth 
white Canadian snow troose wa? shot 
at the Island, in a bend of the Neosho, 
it terminated what is believed to have 
been a love story in birddom.

M ajestically the great bird • 
soared over the river arid field where 
his hunter lay, cleverly keeping his . 
distance. 
But finally man’s care- ! 
fully laid plans were fruitful.

g uised as a cow, with 
hell 
hung j 
around neck and gun holding the tail j 
in proper position, he deceived the ( 
goose when it stopped to feed in cow* 
pasture. 
And Snow King fell. 
At intervals since 
Snow 
King’s 
death, a great white goose had been 
noticed about the scene of the tragedy. 


' Farmers talked cf its beauty; hunters 
coveted it— but it always eluded them. 
It always returned, however, to 
the 
'Cone of Snow King’s last stand. 
It 
is believed the bird would join differ­ 
ent flocks for it was seen to arrive 
with one bunch and then another, but
